Food and Tobacco.—The index numbers for the 
cereals, and meat, fish and eggs groups showed falls in 
March, as compared with February, of about 5 and 8 
per cent., respectively, and that for other food and 
tobacco a decline of 4 per cent. Practically all cereals 
shared in the fall, home-grown and imported wheat 
and barley cheapening on the average by between 4 
and 5} per cent., and maize by 3 to 3$ per cent. Rice 
was about 7 per cent. cheaper. Meat prices were 
irregular, home-grown beef being rather cheaper and 
mutton about 2 per cent. dearer. Argentine chilled 
beef was cheaper (fores 1 per cent. and hinds 44 per 
cent.) and New Zealand lamb prices were also lower 
(44 per cent.) but Australian frozen beef was nearly 
11 per cent. dearer. Bacon and ham prices advanced, 
on the average, by between 2} and 4% per cent. There 
were seasonal declines in the price of eggs (English 
30 and Danish 28 per cent.). Wet fish, on the average, 
showed a fall of 144 per cent., this decline, also, 
being seasonal. Among other foods there was a 
seasonal decrease in the contract price of milk (54 per 
cent.). Australian and New Zealand butter were both 
about 44 per cent. dearer and British blended butter 
advanced about 2 per cent., but Danish was 34 per 
cent. cheaper. New Zealand cheese was 2 per cent. 
dearer. Potatoes and apples were rather cheaper, and 
tomatoes and oranges somewhat dearer. The price of 
onions, which, after advancing each month since the 
middle of last year, fell by about 7 per cent. in Feb- 
ruary, showed a further drop of 13 per cent. in March. 
Sugar and coffee were rather cheaper and tea nearly 
2 per cent. dearer. The price of cocoa was again firmer, 
a rise of 34 per cent. in March following increases of 
54 and 5 per cent., respectively, in February and 
January. 

Industrial Materials and Manufactures.—Six of the 
eight groups showed declines in prices in March as 
compared with the preceding month, the falls ranging 
from 0-2 per cent. for coal and for cotton to 34 per cent. 
for the miscellaneous group, while non-ferrous metal 
prices increased by 0-7 per cent. and iron and steel 
prices were not appreciably changed. The price of 
South Yorkshire hard coal advanced 6d. per ton (2 per 
cent.) at the beginning of March; for Durham gas coal, 
however, there was a reduction of 6d. per ton (2 per 
cent.) on the 24th, while the price of Fifeshire steam 
coal, first class, was reduced by 6d. per ton on the 3rd 
and again on the 24th (5 per cent. in the aggregate) 
and that of third class by 6d. per ton on the 24th and 
3d. per ton on the 31st (together 44 per cent.). Iron

and steel prices were unchanged with the exceptions of 
tinplates, C.W., which advanced in price by 2s. 84, 
per box (13 per cent.) at the middle of the month, and 
black plates, rectangles, which cheapened by £1 per 
ton (54 per cent.) at the beginning of the month, 
English lead was about 34 per cent. dearer and the 
prices of copper and lead products also advanced. Raw 
cotton prices were rather lower, while yarns and cloths 
showed no considerable price changes. Raw wool, ag 
measured by the index, was unchanged from February, 
but certain descriptions of yarn showed falls ranging 
from 1 to 34 per cent. Among other textiles, raw silk 
was about 4 per cent. cheaper and the price of Manila 
hemp declined by nearly 14 per cent. The average 
prices in March for hemp and jute were the lowest 
recorded since October 1936 and August 1935, respec- 
tively. There were few important changes in the 
chemicals and oils group, palm kernel oil cheapening 
by 10s. per ton (24 per cent.) and lubricating oil by 
7s. 6d. per ton (3 per cent.). Prices of wood pulp, 
both chemical and mechanical, again fell—by about 
9 and 7 per cent., respectively; March prices for the 
former were the lowest since January 1937 and for the 
latter since March 1937. Hides and skins also showed 
further declines, the average prices recorded in March 
for ox and heifer hides, cowhides, and calfskins, being 
the lowest for three years, while prices of goatskins 
were the lowest recorded in the present series. Rubber 
prices were again lower, the average for March, 6d. 
per lb., comparing with 7d. in February and nearly 
12d. in March 1937. Building deal declined in price 
by 3 per cent., following a similar fall in February, 
and there were price reductions for most other descrip- 
tions of soft timber for building purposes. 


A comparison of the 200 price averages for March 
with those relating to February shows 35 increases and 
92 decreases, articles of food accounting for 18 of the 
former and 41 of the latter. Of the increases for food, 
16 were of less than 5 per cent., and 2 (poultry and 
Australian beef) of 6 and 11 per cent., respectively. 
Of the decreases, 29 were of less than % per cent., 8 
were of between 5 and 10 per cent., 2 were of 
between 10 and 15 per cent., and 2 (Danish and 
English eggs) of 28 and 30 per cent., respectively. 


The averages for industrial materials and manufac- 
tures show 17 increases, 15 of which were under 5 per 
cent. and 2 of between 5 and 10 per cent.; there were 
51 decreases, 40 of which were under 5 per cent., 9 of 
between 5 and 10 per cent., and 2 (waste paper and 
calfskins) of 144 and 17 per cent., respectively.

Where, for example, increased imports from 
the United Kingdom to British India are shown over 
the corresponding period of 1936 the full measure of 
the increase is even greater, as the current figures now 
axclude United Kingdom shipments to Burma. A 
orief indication of the general effects of the change 
was given in the Survey for the June quarter of 1937. 


The favourable balance of trade, it will be observed, 
wderwent an appreciable decline in the nine months 
under review as compared with the same period of 
1936, from Rs. 68 crores to Rs. 27 crores. The increase 
in imports of merchandise of nearly Rs. 40 crores was 
ifiset by only Rs. 8 crores in exports of merchandise, 
faving a net surplus of imports of Rs. 82 crores, to 
which must be added the decrease in gold exports of 
approximately Rs. 11 crores, offset by Rs. 7 crores in 
the reduced silver imports, leaving a net reduction in 
the favourable balance of merchandise and treasure 
ot Rs. 36 crores. 


The small increase in India’s exports in the period 
under review of Rs. 8 crores was mainly due to in- 
*reases in shipments of wheat Rs. 24 crores, tea Rs. 33 
‘rores, hides and skins Rs. 136 lakhs, manganese ore 
Rs. 77 lakhs, raw jute Rs. 146 lakhs, cotton piece- 
goods Rs. 328 lakhs and gunny bags and cloth Rs. 153 
lakhs. Against these export increases must be offset 
reduced shipments of rice Rs. 5} crores, groundnuts 
Rs. 143 lakhs, linseed Rs. 90 lakhs and raw cotton 
Rs. 485 lakhs.

Import TRADE 

The appreciable increase in imports of merchandise 
of Its. 40 crores was spread over a fairly wide range 
of commodities, notably raw cotton, the imports of 
which more than doubled to Rs. 8 crores, and rice 
Rs. 8 crores from a negligible quantity in 1936. In 
manufactured goods the increases were as follows:—

Rs. 2 crores; and rayon yarn, Rs. 122 lakhs. The only 
item registering an appreciable reduction was grey 
cotton piece-goods to the extent of Rs. 137 lakhs. 

The total imports from all the principal countries of 
supply increased appreciably in value, although declin- 
ing in percentage, considerably in the case of the 
United Kingdom and Japan. As explained in the last 
Survey, this is due to the fact that a percentage of the 
import trade of India is now attributable to Burma. 
The following table indicates the position in the two 
periods in question : —

As regards imports from the United Kingdom, in- 
creases registered in machinery and millwork from 
Rs. 689 lakhs to Rs. 771 lakhs, including cotton tex- 
tile machinery from Rs. 98 to Rs. 151 lakhs and boilers 
from Rs. 53 lakhs to Rs. 72 lakhs; hardware from 
Rs. 71 lakhs to Rs. 85 lakhs; electric wires and cables 
from Rs. 48 lakhs to Rs. 61 lakhs; galvanised sheets 
and plates from Rs. 43 lakhs to Rs. 52 lakhs; wrought 
tubes, pipes and fittings from Rs. 31 lakhs to Rs. 46 
lakhs; wrought copper from Rs. 9 lakhs to Rs. 438 
lakhs; and cotton twist and yarn from Rs. 58 lakhs 
to Rs. 62 lakhs.

From Germany, increased shipments were made in 
coal tar dyes from Rs. 115 lakhs to Rs. 204 lakhs;

and wrought copper from Rs. 13 lakhs to Rs. 32 lakhs.

There was little variation in the trade with the 
United States, small increases being shown in hard- 
ware from Rs. 18 lakhs to Rs. 21 lakhs, and wrought 
copper from Rs. 9 lakhs to Rs. 16 lakhs; while a heavy 
reduction was shown in mining machinery from Rs. 18 
lakhs to Rs. 7 lakhs. 

Japan increased her trade in cotton twist and yarn 
from Rs. 105 lakhs to Rs. 126 lakhs; in rayon yarn 
from Rs. 51 lakhs to Rs. 164 lakhs; woollen and 
worsted piece-goods from Rs. 82 lakhs to Rs. 53 lakhs;

MERCHANDISE MARKS ACT, 1926 
NEW ORDER-IN-COUNCIL: DOOR BOLTS 


An Order-in-Council was made on 1 April 1938 
requiring imported door bolts of iron or steel to bear 
an indication of origin. The text of the Order, the 
Merchandise Marks (Imported Goods) No. 1 Order, 
1988, was published in draft form in the ‘‘ Board of 
Trade Journal ’’ of 3 February 1938 (page 192). 

The Order will come into force on 1 June 1938. 


REFERENCE TO STANDING COMMITTEE: 
WATCH STRAPS, ETC. 


In accordance with the provisions of Sub-Section (4) 
of Section 2 of the Merchandise Marks Act, 1926, the 
Board of Trade give notice that, in pursuance of an 
application received by them for the making of an 
Order-in-Council to require imported goods of certain 
classes and descriptions to bear an indication of origin, 
they have made a reference to the Standing Committee 
appointed by them under the Act in respect of the

ACTION OF HYDROGEN UPON COAL 


The Department of Scientific and Industrial Research has 
issued a third* Report in the series dealing with the hydro- 
genation of coal. Part I of the series, published in 1931, 
dealt chiefly with the effect of hydrogenation upon the 
caking properties of coal, while Part II, published in 1935, 
gave a history of the action of the Department and its con- 
nection with other bodies interested in the subject and 
collected together the results obtained in the earlier investi- 
gations. 

The present paper, forming Part III, gives an account of 
the development of a small-scale plant for the continuous 
hydrogenation of coal in the liquid phase. 

The modern process of coal hydrogenation has for its objects 
the conversion of coal into oils suitable for the various purposes 
for which petroleum oils are at present used. The first step in 
the process consists in the treatment of the coal in a liquid-phase 
stage, the liquid product from which is separated by distillation 
into a spirit fraction, a middle oil fraction and a heavy oil 
fraction. The spirit fraction can be refined to give motor spirit, 
the heavy oil is used for making a fresh batch of coal into a 
paste, and the middle oil is given further treatment in a vapour- 
phase stage to complete the conversion into suitable oils. 

The plant described in the Report effects only the first stage 
of the process—the liquid-phase stage. It was evolved as a 
natural consequence of work previously carried out in other 
types of apparatus, which provided a considerable amount of 
information of value for the present design. 


LLOYD’S REGISTER SHIPBUILDING 
RETURNS FOR MARCH QUARTER 


The statistics issued by ‘‘ Lloyd’s Register of Shipping ”’ 
regarding merchant vessels under construction at the end 
of March last show that in Great Britain and Ireland there 
is a decrease of 36,349 tons in the work in hand as com- 
pared with the figures for the previous quarter. The present 
total of tonnage under construction—1,089,077 tons—is, 
however, greater by 74,623 tons than the tonnage which was 
being built at the end of March 1937. It is, moreover, very 
considerably in excess of the aggregate tonnage now under 
construction in the three leading countries abroad. 

About 211,000 tons--19-4 per cent. of the tonnage now 
being built in this country—are intended for registration 
abroad or for sale. 

The tonnage now under construction abroad t—1,805,619 
tons—is about 31,000 tons more than the work which was in 
hand at the end of December last. The leading countries 
abroad are:—Germany, 370,118 tons; Holland, 310,667 
tons; Japan, 303,779 tons; United States of America, 
172,764 tons; Italy, 159,685 tons; Sweden, 119,880 tons; 
and Denmark, 92,705 tons. Of the tonnage being built

Toran Wortp ConstTRUCTION 


The total tonnage under construction in the worldf 
amounts to 2,894,696 tons, of which 37-6 per cent. is being 
built in Great Britain and Ireland and 62-4 per cent. 
abroad. The quarterly total for the world is 5,488 tons less 
than at the end of December last, but is still higher than 
any recorded from June 1930 to June 1937. 

In Great Britain and Ireland, construction was com- 
menced upon 173,031 tons during the last three months, a 
decrease of 44,466 tons as compared with the corresponding 
total for the December quarter. During the quarter ended 
March last 179,992 tons were launched in Great Britain and 
Ireland, a decrease of 43,504 tons as compared with the 
previous quarter. Similar figures for abroad are 434,901 
tons commenced and 446,342 tons launched, showing, as 
compared with the previous quarter, a decrease of 61,252 
tons in the tonnage commenced and of 104,191 tons in the 
tonnage launched. 


STEAMERS AND MororsHIPs 


Steam and motor oil tankers of 1,000 tons gross and 
upwards under construction in the world amount to 105 
vessels of 865,167 tons, of which 31 vessels of 244,657 tons 
are being built in Great Britain and Ireland, 16 vessels of 
138,826 tons in Germany, 16 of 118,390 tons in Holland,

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13 of 104,650 tons in Italy, 11 of 92,099 tons in the United 
States, six of 70,625 tons in Japan, and four of 87,700 tons 
in Sweden. 

The vessels being built in the world at the end of March 
include nine steamers and 51 motorships of between 8,000 
and 10,000 tons each; four steamers and 45 motorships of 
between 10,000 and 20,000 tons; one steamer and four motor- 
ships of between 20,000 and 30,000 tons ; and four steamers 
each exceeding 30,000 tons. 

Of the 1,089,077 tons under construction in Great Britain 
and Ireland at the end of March, 551,508 tons consisted of 
motorships, while at the same date the motorship tonnage 
being constructed abroad (1,256,652 tons) was 726,361 tons 
in excess of that of the steamers. 


MARINE ENGINES 


The horse-power of steam engines now being built or being 
fitted on board amounts to about 1,029,000; this figure in- 
cludes 91 sets of turbine engines of about 605,000 shaft h.p. 
The h.p. of the steam reciprocating engines (about 425,000) 
represents 13-9 per cent. of the total h.p. of marine engines 
now being built in the world. The figures for oil engines 
aggregate approximately 2,030,000 h.p., and comprise 66-4 
per cent. of the world’s total h.p. of marine engines under 
construction. 


TONNAGE TO Lioyp’s RrecGistER CLass 


Of the merchant shipbuilding in hand throughout the 
world at the end of March, 1,675,149 tons are being built 
under the inspection of Lloyd’s Register. Of this total, 
955,649 tons, representing 87-7 per cent. of the tonnage 
being built there, are under construction in Great Britain 
and Ireland; while, of the tonnage being built abroad, 
719,500 tons are being constructed under the inspection of 
Lloyd’s Register. 


ROAD VEHICLES IN GREAT BRITAIN 


A return issued by the Ministry of Transport giving the 
numbers of mechanically-propelled road vehicles registered 
for the first time under the Roads Act, 1920, during 
February shows that the total number of new vehicles regis- 
tered was 30,332, as compared with 33,446 in February 1937,

THE TREFOREST TRADING ESTATE 
__ Good progress continues to be made at the Treforest 
1 rading Estate, which is rapidly becoming a centre of new 
industries in South Wales. Official reports show that at the 
end of March, only fifteen months from the time when work 
was begun in preparing the site, six tenants were in active 
production. 

The goods now being manufactured on the Trading 
Estate are steel reinforcement for concrete; moulded toys; 
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toilet and fancy goods; watchstraps; chrome leather; anj 
electrie storage batteries. 

Some of them were exhibited at the Welsh Industries Fajy 
Cardiff, on the stand of South 'Wales and Monmouthshir, 
Trading Estates, Limited. 

A new tenant just in occupation is a firm of makers 
refractory materials of a kind not previously made in South 
Wales, who hope to start production at the end of thi 
month. 

In addition to tenants in occupation there are 20 fo; 
whom factories are in course of erection. They includ 
makers of tubes; lock-knit fabrics; hairdressing equip. 
ment; roller skates, etc.; and sweets, and printers and 
binders. Other goods to be produced on the Trading Estate 
by firms already announced are coated papers and boards, 
dry-ice, activated carbon, electrical switchgear, typewriter 
ribbons and carbons. 


TRON AND STEEL PRODUCTION IN MARCH 


The British Iron and Steel Federation report that 714,60) 
tons of pig iron were produced in March, as compared with 
693,300 tons in February, 680,300 tons in March 1937, and 
a monthly average of 855,000 tons in 1913. The March 
output included 161,500 tons of hematite, 403,300 tons of 
basic, 125,100 tons of foundry and 9,600 tons of forge pig 
iron. 

Furnaces in blast at the end of March numbered 118, as 
compared with 124 and 117 a month and a year earlier. 

The March production of steel ingots and_ castings 
amounted to 1,115,800 tons, compared with 1,057,600 tons 
in February, 1,109,500 tons in March 1937, and a monthly 
average of 638,600 tons in 1913.

PRODUCE SHIPMENTS 


The High Commissioner for the Commonwealth Govern- 
ment in London has received cabled advice of the following 
shipments of Australian produce-to various United Kingdom 
and Continental ports between 27 February and 22 March

BRITISH INDIA 
OVERSEA TRADE IN JANUARY 


The trade returns of British India for January 1938, as 
compared with the preceding month, showed increases in 
the values of imports, exports and re-exports, states a press 
note forwarded by H.M. Trade Commissioner at Calcutta 
from the Director-General of Commercial Intelligence and 
Statistics. The value of imports of private merchandise 
wtalled Rs. 15,83 lakhs and showed an improvement of 
Rs. 1,49 lakhs as compared with December 1937. Exports 
of Indian produce and manufactures improved by Rs. 28 
lakhs to Rs. 13,65 lakhs in the month under report. Re- 
exports rose by Rs. 12 lakhs and were valued at Rs. 76 lakhs, 

The comparison of the trade figures in January 1938 with

The balance of remittances of funds in 
January 1938 was minus Rs. 4,22 lakhs and in the ten 
months April-January 1937-38 minus Rs. 18,70 lakhs. 


CHANGES IN Imports 


As compared with December 1937 imports of food, drink 
and tobacco in January 1938 decreased by Rs. 8 lakhs to 
Rs. 1,58 lakhs. Imports of rice, not in the husk, rose from 
66,000 tons to 67,000 tons in quantity, but the value declined 
from Rs. 67 lakhs to Rs, 653 lakhs. There was an increase 
of Rs. 3 lakhs under betelnuts, while salt and potatoes re- 
corded increases by Rs. 3 lakhs and Rs. 4 lakhs, respectively. 


Raw materials and produce and articles mainly unmanu- 
factured rose by Rs. 38 lakhs to Rs. 4,14 lakhs in January 
1938. Imports of kerosene oil fell from 20-4 million gallons to 
17:4 million gallons in quantity and from Rs. 72 lakhs to 
Rs. 67 lakhs in value. Fuel oils showed a decrease from 
11:4 million gallons to 8-1 million gallons in quantity and 
from Rs, 16 lakhs to Rs. 12 lakhs in value and petroleum 
from 10-6 million gallons to 6:2 million gallons in quantity 
and from Rs. 53 lakhs to Rs. 30 lakhs in value. Imports of 
raw cotton improved and amounted to 19,500 tons, valued 
at Rs. 1,63 lakhs in January 1938, as compared with 13,700 
tons, valued at Rs. 1,15 lakhs, in December 1937. There was 
a decrease of Rs. 8 lakhs under silk, raw, and cocoons. 


Articles wholly or mainly manufactured rose by Rs. 1,23 
lakhs to Rs. 9,87 lakhs. The aggregate value of imports 
of cotton manufactures (including yarn) increased by Rs. 28 
lakhs to Rs. 1,40 lakhs. Imports of cotton twist and yarn, 
at 2:2 million Ibs., valued at Rs. 25 lakhs, showed an in- 
crease of 0°9 million tbs. in quantity and of Rs. 10 lakhs in 
value, as compared with the preceding month. Cotton 
piece-goods advanced from 46-5 to 55-6 million yards in 
quantity and from Rs. 86 lakhs to Rs. 1,03 lakhs in value. 
The number of motor cars, and motor lorries, buses and 
vans imported amounted to 1,612 and 1,374, valued at Rs. 32 
lakhs and Rs. 19 lakhs, respectively, in January 1938, as 
compared with 1,570 and 447, valued at Rs. 31 lakhs and 
Rs. 10 lakhs, respectively, in December 1937. Imports of 
rayon yarn decreased by Rs. 4 lakhs, while there were in- 
creases under steel ingots, blooms, etc. (+ Rs. 10 lakhs), 
manures (+ Rs. 9 lakhs), and electrical machinery (+ Rs. 8 
lakhs). 


VARIATIONS IN Exports 


Compared with December 1937 exports of food, drink and 
tobacco in January 1938 declined by Rs. 59 lakhs to Rs. 2,90 
lakhs. Exports of rice improved from 14,600 tons, valued 
at Rs. 17 lakhs in December 1937 to 18,000 tons, valued at 
Rs. 22 lakhs, in January 1938. Shipments of wheat fell 
heavily from 34,800 tons, valued at Rs. 35 lakhs, to 8,500 
tons, valued at Rs. 9 lakhs, in January 1938. Dispatches of 
tea declined to 26 million lbs., valued at Rs. 1,80 lakhs, from 
32 million lbs., valued at Rs. 2,28 lakhs, in December 1937. 


Raw materials and produce and articles mainly un- 
manufactured advanced by Rs. 31 lakhs to Rs. 5,66 lakhs in 
January 1938. Shipments of raw cotton improved consider- 
ably and amounted to 25,400 tons, valued at Rs. 1,84 lakhs, 
as compared with 20,000 tons, valued at Rs. 99 lakhs, in 
December 1937. Japan took 40 per cent. in January 1938, 
as against 11 per cent. in December 1937. The shares of the 
United Kingdom, Germany, Belgium and Italy were 23, 6, 8 
and 4 per cent., respectively, in the month under report. 
Dispatches of raw jute declined from 89,000 tons to 64,000 
tons in quantity and from Rs. 1,76 lakhs to Rs. 1,24 lakhs in 
value. Exports of raw wool improved and amounted to 2:3 
million Ibs., valued at Rs. 12 lakhs, in the month under 
report, as against 1:3 million lbs., valued at Rs. 8 lakhs, 
in December 1937. Shipments of groundnuts rose from 
50,800 tons to 56,200 tons in quantity and from Rs. 73 lakhs 
to Rs. 75} lakhs in value. 


Articles wholly or mainly manufactured showed an im- 
provement of Rs. 56 lakhs and were valued at Rs. 4,82 lakhs. 
Exports of cotton manufactures, including twist and yarn, 
were valued at Rs. 81 lakhs in January 1938, as against 
Rs. 57 lakhs in December 1937. Shipments of cotton yarn 
rose from 3:0 million lbs. to 4-4 million lbs. in quantity 
and from Rs. 15 lakhs to Rs. 22 lakhs in value. 


Dispatches of cotton piece-goods (mostly coloured) 
amounted to 20 million yards, valued at Rs. 51 lakhs, in 
January 1938, as against 13 million yards, valued at Rs. 37 
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lakhs in December 1937. The number of gunny bags ex- 
ported improved in quantity from 52-2 million to 53-1 million 
in January 1938, but the value fell from Rs. 1,14 lakhs to 
Rs. 1,12 iakhs. The yardage of gunny cloth shipped in 
January 1938 rose from 121 million to 154 million, the 
corresponding increase in value being from Rs. 1,14 lakhs to 
Rs. 1,40 lakhs. Hides and skins, tanned or dressed, re- 
corded a rise of 500 tons in quantity and of Rs. 11 lakhs in 
value and stood at 1,700 tons, valued at Rs. 46 lakhs. Dis- 
patches of pig iron amounted to 65,000 tons, valued at 
Rs. 32 lakhs, which meant a rise of 2,000 tons in quantity 
over the previous month’s figures, though the value re- 
mained the same. 


Trape with Foreign Countries: SHIPPING MOVEMENT 


The share of the United Kingdom remained at 29 per 
cent. and 31 per cent. in January 1938 as in the preceding 
month, in imports and in exports respectively. The shares 
of Germany, Japan and the United States in the month 
under report were 9, 13, and 12 per cent., respectively, 
under imports, and 4, 8 and 13 per cent. respectively under 
exports. 


The tonnage of vessels that entered into British India and 
cleared with cargoes from and to foreign countries and 
British Possessions during the month of January 1938 
amounted to 790,000 and 747,000, respectively, as compared 
with 723,000 and 848,000, respectively, in the preceding 
month.

Merchandise exports of £66,713,379 in 1937 were (in terms 
of New Zealand currency) easily the highest yet recorded, 
being £9,961,439, or 18 per cent., greater than the previous 
record of £56,751,940 in 1936. Wool, despite decreased ship- 
ments, accounted for 58 per cent. of the increase, butter for 
17 per cent. and lamb for 10 per cent. Apart from butter 
and frozen meat, quantities generally showed declines, 
mostly slight, the record total in value being due to im- 
proved prices. 


PALESTINE 
FOREIGN TRADE IN JANUARY 


Imports of merchandise into Palestine for consumption 
in January last were valued at £P.1,133,917, as compared 
with £P.1,442,146 and £P.1,330,303 in the same months of 
1937 and 1936, respectively, being declines of £P.308,229, 
or 21-4 per cent., and £P.196,386, or 14-8 per cent., respec- 
tively, states the Monthly Trade Bulletin No. 1 of 1938, 
published by the Office of Statistics, Jerusalem. The de- 
crease in imports in January 1938 as compared with 
January 1937 is chiefly due to the considerable decline in 
the importation of food articles, particularly’ those of 
Syrian origin, and also to the considerable decrease in the 
importation of raw materials. 


The value of food, drink and tobacco imported in January 
last totalled £P.302,057, as compared with £P.511,977 in 
January 1937, or a decrease of £P.209,920, or 41 per cent., 
chiefly owing to the considerable decline in the importation 
of grain and flour, which were chiefly imported from Syria 
in January, 1937. Imports of food, drink and tobacco from 
Syria fell from £P.156,424 in January 1937 to £P.23,974 in 
January 1938, a decrease of £P.132,450, chiefly owing to the 
declines shown in parentheses in the importation from Syria 


of barley (£P.31,041), wheat (£P.64,530), wheat flour 
(£P.19,040) and maize (£P.10,996). 


Raw materials and articles mainly unmanufactured im- 
ported in January 1938 totalled £P.94,570, as compared 
with £P.145,004 in January 1937, a decrease of £P.50,434, 
or 34-8 per cent., chiefly due to the decrease in the importa- 
tion of seeds, beans and nuts for expressing oils, which fell 
from £P.53,160 in January 1937 to £P.10,704 in January 
1938, a decrease of £P.42,456. j 


Imports of wholly or mainly manufactured articles 
totalled £P.735,796 in January 1938, as compared with 
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£P.781,274 in January 1937, a decline of £45,478, or 5:8 per 
cent., chiefly due to the decrease in the importation of elec. 
trical goods, motor cars and motor trucks and metallic 
articles. 


Imports of living animals not for food amounted to 
€P.1,494 in January 1938, as against £P.3,891 in January 
1937, an increase of £P.2,397. 


Export AND TRANSIT TRADE 


The total exports of merchandise of domestic produce jn 
January 1938 were valued at £P.677,321, as against 
£P.1,006,808 and £P.685,567, respectively in the same 
months of 1937 and 1936, thus showing a decline of 
£P.329,487, or 32-7 per cent., from the corresponding month 
of 1987 and a slight decrease of £P.8,246, or 1-2 per cent., 
from the corresponding month of 1936. The decrease in 
exports in January 1938 as compared with January 1937 is 
chiefly due to the falling off in exports of citrus fruits. 


Food, drink and tobacco exported in January 1936 totalled 
£P.618,502, as compared with £P.938,798 in January 1997, 
or a decrease of £P.320,296, or 34-1 per cent., chiefly owing 
to the fall in exports of citrus fruits. Exports of oranges 
and grapefruit fell from 2,214,116 cases, valued at 
£P.819,205, and 196,114 cases, valued at £P.63,738, respec. 
tively, in January 1937 to 1,685,493 cases (£P.548,446) and 
124,735 cases (£P.28,689), respectively, in January 1938, 


Raw materials and articles mainly unmanufactured ex. 
ported in January 1938 totalled £P.17,634, as against 
£P.28,306 in January 1937, or a decrease of £P.10,672, or 
37-7 per cent., chiefly due to the smaller exports of metal 
waste and scrap and raw hides and skins. 


Exports of wholly or mainly manufactured articles 
totalled £P.41,085 in January 1938, as against £P.39,474 a 
year earlier, a slight increase of £P.1,611, or 4-1 per cent. 
Exports of Dead Sea chemicals were 50 per cent. by value 
of the total exports of manufactured articles in January 
1938, as compared with 30 per cent. of exports of manu- 
factured articles in January 1937. The trade statistics for 
January 1938 show that exports of manufactured articles, 
other than Dead Sea chemicals, fell by 25-7 per cent. below 
those of January 1937, chiefly owing to the decline in the 
exportation of wearing apparel of all kinds and laundry 
soap. 


Living animals, not for food, exported in January 1938 
totalled €P.100, as compared with £P.230 in January 19937. 


Re-exports of merchandise previously recorded as im- 
ported totalled £P.67,051 in January 1938, as compared with 
€P.111,224 in January 1937, a fall of £P.44,173. 


Re-exports from bond (not previously recorded as im- 
ported) totalled £P.7,416 in January 1938, as compared with 
£P.11,904 in January 1937, a fall of £P.4,488. 


The value of transit trade, exclusive of Iraq Petroleum 
Company’s crude oil, in January 1938 amounted to 
£P.49,045, as compared with £P.49,898 in January 1937, a 
slight decrease of £P.853. 


Crude oil in transit from Iraq via Haifa in January 1938 
totalled 213,728 tons, valued at £P.170,982, as against 
188,824 tons, valued at £P.151,059, a rise of 24,904 tons.

DEVELOPMENT 


The Minister of Finance and Commerce has appointed a 
Committee of Enquiry into the development of the Colony, 
the personnel of which is as follows:—The Hon. John 
Wallace Downie, C.M.G., Chairman, Mr. Oscar Kaufman, 
and Mr. William Henry Reed. 


The Committee’s terms of reference are:—To invite evi- 
dence upon and by such other means as may seem appro- 
priate, to enquire into and report upon the economic de- 
velopment of the Colony, with particular reference to :— 

(1) The development of the natural resources of the 
Colony and the possibility of widening the range of 
primary production ; 

(2) the establishment and development of secondary 
industries for the processing of natural products for 
internal consumption and/or export; 

(3) the establishment and development of processing 
industries making use of imported materials; 

(4) the nature and extent of the assistance to be 
afforded by the State with a view to the encouragement 
of new or the expansion and development of existing 
primary and secondary industries; 

(5) the conditions under which expert or other 
European immigrants who are required for employment 
in (a) primary and (b) secondary industries should be 
encouraged to enter the Colony.

TRADE IN DECEMBER QUARTER 193 

Figures recently received by the Department of Overseas 
Trade showed that the total imports were higher in the 
December quarter of 1937 than in the immediately pre- 
ceding quarter; total exports were slightly smaller than in 
the corresponding quarter of 1936, but greater than in the 
September quarter of 1937. 

Imports from the United Kingdom were considerably 
higher than in the corresponding quarter of 1936, but 
showed a fall of 88,000 dinars as compared with the pre- 
ceding quarter, mainly attributable to a slackening in iron 
and steel and cement shipments. Exports to the United 
Kingdom were well maintained and showed little change. 
Imports from Germany, Japan and India were larger than 
in the September quarter of last year.

CZECHOSLOVAKIA—-UNITED STATES 
OF AMERICA 


TRADE AGREEMENT 


The signing of the Trade Agreement between Czecho- 
slovakia and the United States of America on 7 March was 
reported in the ‘‘ Board of Trade Journal ” of 17 March, 
page 396. The Agreement has not yet been ratified by the 
Government of Czechoslovakia, but it was proclaimed by 
President Roosevelt on 15 March, when the official text was 
issued by the State Department. 

Details of the reciprocal tariff concessions accorded under 
the Agreement were published in the ‘ Board of Trade 
Journal ’’ of 17 March (pages 397 and 400). 

The Agreement provides for most-favoured-nation treat- 
ment in respect of internal taxes, Customs duties, quotas, 
exchange, foreign purchases by Government monopolies and 
the awarding of contracts (articles V, XI, VIII, X and IX). 
There is the usual reservation for the special concessions 
granted by the United States to its outlying possessions and 
to Cuba, and a reservation by Czechoslovakia in respect of 
preferences accorded to Austria, Hungary, Yugoslavia, 
Roumania or Bulgaria (Article XIV). There are also the 
usual reservations with regard to certain prohibitions and 
restrictions (Article XV). 

In addition to the tariff concessions on both sides, Czecho- 
slovakia undertakes to allot to the United States quotas of 
minimum quantities and percentages of total imports for 
eight articles, including fresh apples, prunes, motor cycles 
and cars (Articles I and II). Except as otherwise provided 
in the Agreement, and subject to certain reservations, no 
quantitative restriction is to be imposed on the importation 
of the other articles in the schedules (Article VII). Both 
countries reserve the right to impose on articles imported 
from the other a charge equivalent to an internal tax 
imposed in respect of a like domestic product (Article IT1). 


The general provisions also include the customary United 
States reservation under which any concession may be 
withdrawn if a third country should prove to be the prin- 
cipal beneficiary from that concession (Article XVII). 
Greater than nominal penalties will not be imposed for 
obvious clerical errors (Article XIII), and importers are 
safeguarded against adverse changes in the methods of 
determining dutiable value and of converting currencies 
(Article VI). The Agreement may be terminated on 30 
days’ written notice if wide fluctuations in the rate of 
exchange should seriously impair its provisions (Article 
XII). Each country agrees to consider any representations 
which the other may make concerning any measures which, 
though not conflicting with the terms of the Agreement, 
may be regarded as nullifying or impairing any of its 
benefits (Article XVI). Article XIX provides for the entry 
into force and possible termination of the Agreement. 


Articles VII, VIII, XII and XVII all contain a provision 
for terminating the Agreement at 30 days’ notice if it

should prove impossible to settle any dispute arising out of 
the Article in question. - 

This is the seventeenth agreement signed by the United 
States under the provisions of the Trade Agreements Acts 
of 1934 and 1937, and the seventh to be concluded with a 
European country. Germany is the only country to be 
specifically excluded from its provisions, on the grounds 
that the treatment of American commerce by Germany is 
discriminatory. (On 7 April it was announced that Austrian 
goods would in future be classed as coming from Germany.)

(not being gin or liqueurs) being intended for consumption 
as a beverage shall be imported into the Union from the 
United Kingdom of Great Britain and Northern Ireland, 
and Eire, either directly or through a third country, unless 
they have been warehoused for a period of not less than 
three years (in the case of Eire, five years) and on importa- 
tion are accompanied by a certificate under the hand of the 
proper officer of customs or excise certifying that the spirits 
fully described therein have been warehoused for the afore- 
said period. 

Proclamation No. 140 of 1921 reproduced in the ‘‘ Board 
of Trade Journal’ of 27 October 1921 (page 440) is repealed. 


FOREIGN 


ALBANIA 
IMPORT RESTRICTIONS 


With reference to the notice under the above heading in 
the ‘‘ Board of Trade Journal’’ of 30 March (page 466) a 
translation of the text of the new Law referred to, which 
came into force on 12 March 1938, has been received from 
H.M. Representative at Durazzo. The principal provisions 
of the Law are as follows :— 

While the legal provisions prohibiting the importation 
into Albania of certain goods from any country remain 
intact, the import of goods from countries which have a 
normal balance of trade with Albania is not subject to re- 
striction. The balance of trade with a State is defined as 
normal when the export of Albanian goods to the State in 
question attains at least 70 per cent. of the value of im- 
ports into Albania of goods from that State. The importa- 
tion of such goods from all countries, including the United 
Kingdom, which have not a normal commercial balance 
with Albania, is subject to import licences, and applications 
for such licences must be made by the importers to the 
Ministry of National Economy through Chambers of Com- 
merce in Albania. The period of validity for these licences, 
which cannot be extended, is limited to four months, and 
importers must 


(a) furnish proof that, after the date of entry into force 
of the present Law, and within six months from 
the date of application for a permit, they have 
made exports to that country (from which goods are 
to be imported) to a value of not less than 70 per 
cent. of the goods which are to be imported, or 


(b) undertake to export to the country from which the 
goods are to be imported Albanian goods to the 
value indicated in (a), the export to be effected 
within a period of 6 months from the date on which 
the import permit was issued. They must, by way 
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of guarantee, deposit in the National Bank of 
Albania or in the State Agricultural Bank, a sum 
equivalent to 30 per cent. of the value of the goods 
which they wish to import. This sum is to be re- 
funded upon fulfilment of the export undertaking. 








All previous regulations on foreign trade are abrogated 
by the present Law, but imports in respect of which permits 
were issued before the date of entry into force of this Law 
shall be dealt with under those regulations. Applications 
for import permits not disposed of before the publication of 
the present Law fall to be dealt with under the new regula- 
tions. 

A list of goods requiring import licences is to be com- 
piled by the Ministry of National Economy and will be 
published in the ‘‘ Board of Trade Journal ”’ as soon as it is 
received. All such goods must be accompanied by certifi- 
cates of origin.

RENEWALS OF IMPORT QUOTAS: FISH.

The French “ Journal Officiel ”’ of 1 April contains an 
Order, dated 31 March, fixing the total quotas for the im- 
port of unprepared sea-fish into France during the period 
1 April to 80 September, and announces the division of 
these quotas among individual countries. We publish below 
particulars of the total quotas and of the shares allotted to 
the United Kingdom, or, where no separate quota is allotted 
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to this country, the share allotted to “‘ other”

It should be noted that certificates of origin are 
required in the case of fresh or frozen sea-fish.

IMPORT OF AUSTRIAN GOODS 
The French ‘‘ Journal Officiel ’’? of 1 April announces the 
suspension, until further notice, of the import into France 


of goods of Austrian origin subject to quota restrictions. 


IMPORT OF CERTAIN PRINTING PAPER 

A Decree of 21 April 1936 provided for the duty-free 
admission of an annual quota of 25,000 metric tons of 
machine-made paper weighing 45 grammes (inclusive) to 
120 grammes (inclusive) per square metre, not containing 
esparto or rags, in rolls at least 25 cms. in width or in 
reams, with watermarks spaced 5 cms. apart, and intended 
for the direct printing of newspapers and periodicals, which 
is classified under either Tariff No. 461 G or Tariff No. 461 1 
(see the ‘‘ Board of Trade Journal’’ of 30 April 1936, 
page 635). 


The French “ Journal Officiel’’ of 1 April announces that 
the United Kingdom share of this quota has been fixed for 
the year 1938 at 250 metric tons, of which 120 metric tons 
is for paper of higher quality. Applications for the neces-

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GERMANY 


IMPORTATION OF COAL AND COKE FROM THE 
UNITED KINGDOM 


The Board of Trade have been informed that the Reichs 
Coal Commissioner has notified the figure of German coal 
consumption for February 1938 as 11,341,100 metric tons 
(i.e. an increase of 51 per cent. over 7,500,000 metric tons). 


In accordance with the provisions of the Trade Agree- 
ment of 13 April 1933 between the United Kingdom and 
Germany, the quota for imports of United Kingdom coal 
and coke into the German Customs Area for April 1938 has 
been correspondingly increased from the minimum of 
180,000 to 271,800 metric tons. 


ICELAND 
TEMPORARY ADDITIONAL IMPORT DUTIES 


With reference to paragraph 3 of the notice under the 
above heading in the ‘‘ Board of Trade Journal’’ of 
27 January 1938 (page 142), H.M. Consul-General at Reyk- 
javik reports that, in accordance with the authority granted 
under the Law concerning the temporary imposition of addi- 
tional duties on certain goods imported into Iceland, the 
Icelandic Government has now decided to abandon the collec- 
tion of the import duty on salt from 1 April to 31 December 
1938, to refund the duties levied on imported salt since 
1 January 1938, and to repay to fishing steamers the specific 
duty on coal used for fishing during the next salt fishing 
season. 


Consequent upon this decision the increase of 11 per cent. 
on all taxes, ete., referred to in paragraph 2 of the above- 
mentioned notice, will be raised to 12 per cent. 


NETHERLANDS EAST INDIES 


IMPORT RESTRICTIONS ON SANITARY WARE 
(RENEWAL) 


The Commercial Agent at Batavia has forwarded particu- 
lars of the ‘‘ Sanitary Ware Import Ordinance, 1938” 
(Staatsblad No. 127, dated 22 March 1938), which provides 
that the total quantities of the undermentioned classes of

IMPORT RESTRICTIONS (RENEWALS) 
The Commercial Secretary to H.M. Legation at The 
Hague reports that by virtue of Royal Decrees Nos. 6 and 7 
of 28 March 1938 and No. 15 of 29 March 1938, the existing 
restrictions on the following goods on importation into the 
Netherlands are prolonged for a further period of twelve 
months from 1 April 1938 to 31 March 1939, as shown below :

centimes per litre is allowed off the price of petrol to foreign 
tourists in Switzerland.

Council Decree dated 26 March, operative as from 1 April

SYRIA AND LEBANON 
CUSTOMS DUTY MODIFICATIONS 


H.M. Consul-General at Beirut reports that a Decree 
(No. 37/LR) of 21 March provides that the Customs duties 
on unspecified woollen tissues mixed with cotton (Tariff No. 
507 b) and cotton tissues mixed with wool (Tariff No. 529) 
imported into Syria and Lebanon are not to be less than 
25 per cent. ad valorem (under the ‘‘ Normal’’ Tariff). 


The Decree also exempts petroleum ether and alder logs 
from duty (under the ‘‘ Normal”’ Tariff), but increases the 
duty on plywood to 2,100 piastres per cubic metre.

From this Intelligence Service information on all subjects 
of commercial interest is received at the Department, where 
it is collated and classified in a form convenient for refer- 
ence, and is available to any firm trading in goods manu- 
factured in the United Kingdom upon personal or written 
application to the Department at 35, Old Queen Street, 
Westminster, London, S.W.1. 


The information at the disposal of the Department is of 
a widely varied nature, and includes such matters as the 
following:—Sources of supply, prices, etc., of trade 
products; Foreign and Colonial contracts open to tender; 
openings for United Kingdom trade abroad; general con- 
ditions prevailing in Overseas markets; demand for parti- 
cular articles abroad; nature and extent of foreign com- 
petition and suggestions for meeting it; methods of distri- 
bution and marketing; credit conditions, terms of payment, 
etc., abroad; Foreign and Colonial importers of United 
Kingdom goods; firms or individuals considered suitable to 
act as representatives or agents for United Kingdom firms; 
Foreign and Colonial Tariff and Customs Regulations; 
statistics of Imports or Exports; forms of Certificates of 
Origin; regulations concerning commercial travellers; Con- 
sular Invoices; shipping and transport, etc. 


Members of United Kingdom firms visiting overseas 
markets are recommended to call on the Department’s resi- 
dent officers and to see that their own local representatives 
keep in touch with these officers.

The Department of Overseas Trade invites applications 
for assistance from manufacturers and exporters of United 
Kingdom goods who are desirous of initiating or extending 
Overseas connections, but it is desired to call attention to 
one or two points, the observance of which will facilitate 
the supply of the information required. 


When the enquiry concerns an Overseas market the 
applicant may, of course, apply direct to H.M. Trade Com- 
missioners in the British Empire, and to the Commercial 
Diplomatic or Consular Officers in Foreign Countries, but 
it is generally advisable to communicate in the first in- 
stance with the Department of Overseas Trade, 35, Old 
Queen Street, London, S.W.1, as the information required 
is frequently already in the possession of the Department, 
and the delay involved in communicating with the officers 
abroad can therefore often be avoided. Should the informa- 
tion required not be available in London, the Department 
will make all necessary enquiries abroad on the applicant’s 
behalf. 


When making applications for information enquiries 
should clearly specify :— 
(1) The countries concerning which 
required ; 
(2) The precise kinds of goods; and 
(3) The particular point in regard to which the infor- 
mation is sought.
